Who knoweth not, Envy and 
Malice, to be a reſtleſſe Wretch,like a filthy Flie which ſeeketh 
all the body over for a Soar , and when ſhe cannot find one, ſhe 
maketh one ? I ſhouldwiſh to be free of ſuch Waſps 3 but ſince 
it s not probable,that it can be fo, in this Conjunfure of Atfirs 
and bleſſed Revolution, when mens (pirits are not to be ſeen 
in their Faces, nor their Loyalty to be known by thein Rheto- 
rick: Thave adventured upon thoſe mens Criticiſms, to whon:

conceive, it ought to befor the time 
coming. % : 
* You may be pleaſed to take up the words into two main 
Points. Firſt, We have the Fews condition when Ezekiel de- 
livered this ſpeach to them, and that is holden' forth under 
the Embleme of a Chain , not a Chain of Gold, nor a 
Chain of Honour , but a Chain of Bondage and Captivity. 
Secondly, We have the cauſe wherefore 4 Chain was their 
lot, or wherefore they were given over to Bondage and Capti- 
vity , and that is their ſins , their overſpreading 7niquity, the 
Epidemical wickedneſſe which had overflowed both Conntry 
and City, For the land is full of blogdy crimes , and the city

Yeprived of . their Freedome 
and Liberty , and that both in 'reference*to their Civit , and 
to their Chirch State; © As for © their civil capacity, the 
were ruled, overriiled and tyrannized over, by Strangers an 
Canquerotrs: ardfor theji Religious Liberty as Church Mem- 
bers,. any thing they enjoyed that way, was but a ſhaddow of 

iberty : " As may be leen, Pap, 4 y that Idol ſet up by Nev 
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compared to a Chain; becaufe to' be bound in Chains of 
Iron,is a fad and comfortleſſe condition : Such 1s the _ 
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- and ftate of a Nation that is under Bondage and $/avery, their 


condition.is moſt ſad and lamentable , it 15a very comfortlefſe 
fate; ſuch was the Jews condition at this time , they were in 


' Chains , in a very 4ad and .comfortleſſe condition, Plal. 137. 


When we ſat by the rivers of Babilon, there we wept, we hang'd 
our harps upon the willow trees. And Lament. 1, She weepeth 
fore in the night, and her tears are on ber cheeks , among(t all 
her lovers. ſhe hath none to comfort her , all ber friends have 
dealt treacherouſly with her, Judah is gone into captivity. 

Thirdly, Bondage and captivity of a Nation is fitly com- 
pared to a Chain, becauſe as a Chain of Iron laid upon a 
Malefatior is a heavy burden to him, fo that the poor crex- 
ture cannot walknor ſtir , even fo a Land that is under. capti- 
vity and bondage , hatha great weight onit, a weight that 
preſſeth it fore down : This was the Fews condition at this 
time, their Chain was heavy enough. Lord, thou hath made 
our chain heauy, Lam.3.7. 

Fourthly, The bondage and captivity of a Natiqn is fitly 


.compared £o a chain, becauſe of reproach and diſgrace; for as 
-it is a diſcredible and diſgraceful thing to be bound in cEains 


and fetters of Iron; ſoa Land that is brought under Bondage 
and S/avery, is in a diſgraceful and difcredible condition. 

Fifthly, The bondage and captivity of a Nation is called 3 
chain ; becauſe, as poor malefaFors that are bound in chains 
and fetters, ordinarly are the obje& of ſcorn and derifion , at 
leaſt to the raſcality , although any that hath true humanity 
in their breaſts, can pity the worſt of malefafors. Even 1o 
a Nation in bondage and captivity, is but an obje& of ſcorn 
and derifion to their enemies: So P/al. 137. Let ws have 
ſome of your Hebrew ſongs. We are 4 reproach to our neigh- 
bours, faith the Royal Plalmiſt. 

Sixthly, The bondage and captivity of a Nation is compared 
to a chain 3 becauſe, to be bound in chains of Iron, implyeth 
a purpole to keep the poor creature ſure, that he eſcape not ; 
Even ſo theſe that maketh a people captive , they ſtudy to 
lay ſuch ftrong Chains and Bonds on them , that they

. Laſtly, The Captivity and Bondage of x Nation; is compared 
to a Chiine ; becaule as theſe who keep” MalefaGors in Fettery, 
bave a furcher” purpoſe againſt them, to bring them to Trya/ 
and Execution ; Even fo theſe who conquers a Land, 8 brings 
it under Bondage, they have ſtil ſome further purpoſe to bring 
that people more and more under. S/avery ; for it-3S-not ordt- 
nary for thoſe who leadeth a Nation captive , and -mindeth to 
fix their Tyrannie, to do their worſt at firſt , except it be in 
the heat and fury of Battell, but to wreath on the yoke piece 
and piece , till they render them abſolutely incapable ofa 
revolt. 

2,” The ſecond particular propoſed on the firſt Branch-of the 
Text,was, Who werethe makers of this chain, Make a chain,&c. 
As to this I ſay, There were ſeveral Mtkers of this Chain, 
every one in their own Line and Conſideration. Firſt, God 
made this chain, as the Soveraign and Great Fudge of the 
World. Secondly, The Fews themſelves had a very erminertt 
band in making this Chain, by their fins and abominations, 
. Thirdly, The prophet Ezekiel had ſome hand in making of it, 
ina Miniſterial ſenfe. Fourthly, The Caldeans and Babylonians 
had an Immediat hand in making of it. 

Firſt, I ſay that God made this Chain: It was the Lord that 
brought this fad captivity and bondage upon the Fews , it was 
the Lord that ſent rhem caprive to Babylon , it was he that 
brought up that Northern Army againſt them , he raiſed up 
the ſpirit of that haſty and furious Nation againlt his own 
people, and this he did out of his Soverdignty and Fuſtice, 

Secondly, The Fews themſelves -had an eminent hand in 
making this chain, by their fins and abominations , by pro- 
voking the Holy one of T/rae/ to anger : and 1 am apt enough 
to believe , that even ſeveral unnatural and treacherous men 
among the Jews , hada hand in making this cþ4in, by their 

treacherous 
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treacherous compliance with the Babylonians; for you ſhall 
read in few Stories,that evera Nztion or Kingdom was invaded 
and conquered by an Enemy , and brought under a Chain of 
Bondage 3 but alwayes ſome unnatural Monſters , ſome Hypo- 
critical) Temporizing , Self-ſeeking Traitors , have complied 
with the -Enemy , 1 mean, complied aCtively and vige- 


ronſly. 

Thirdly, The Prophet Ezekiel and ;other prophets, bad 
ſome kind of hand in making this chain; for you fee. the coms 
mand here is: given to Ezekie!, Make 4 chain. It 1s on this 
account, that the Lord faith, I have hewed them by my Pro- 
phets : And, Fer. 1. 10. See, IT have ſet thee this day. ouer 
the-Nations, - and over the Kingdoms \ to root out, «nd to, = 
down, and to deftroy. + Now Ezekie] and other prophets,” had: 
a hand-in making this chain. Firſt, Predicendo, by fortelling 
we Jews captivity,,, before it came, Fer: 18.

I ſhall firſt (Godwilling) open theſe two words, Bloody crimes 
and violence. Secondly , Shew you how many wayes a Land 
may be defiled with bJood, or with bloody crimes; Thirdly, 
How many wayes 2 Land may be defiled with violence. Then 
I ſhall come ( Godwilling ) to apply the whole Text to this 
Kingdom and Nation. 

- 1, The: two words which the Prophet maketh uſe of here, to 
exprefle thie fins of the Fews, are Bloody crimes and violence. 
Some Writers take this expreſſion, bloody crimes, ina general 
fenſe for all hainous and grievous fins whatlomever ; eſpecially 
for capital.and criminal fins, deſerving death by the. judicial 
Law': Such as Ldolatry, Dent. 13. Blafphemie, Lev. 24. Witchn 
eraft.and: Sorcery, Beaſtiality,, Sodomy, Lev. 29. Rapes, Deur. 
22. I deny not but the word may bear this large ſenſe 3 but 
I take it more ftriftly for ing of Innocent blogd , and that 
by them that had the Power in their hand, and pretended tg 
do Fuſtice; ſome render it the Judgments of Blood: did noc 
Manefſeb make the ftreets of Jeruſalem to frim with Nord,

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with Tnnocent Blood; As may be cleared from T/2iah 1. and 
59: Tour hands are full of Blood. And for the word Violence, 
by it wee are to underſtand every thing that is contrary to 
Fuſtice, to Equity,” and Righteouſneſſe, Elpecially Robry and 
Oppreſſlon, falſe, unrighteous, and unjuſt Dealing. Zeph. 3. 
Wo to ber that is Filthy and Polluted, Wo to the oppreſſing City: 
Her Princes within Her, are roaring Lions, Her Fudges are 
evening Wolves : they fuck the Blood of the Poor, "they eat their 
Fleſh, 'and they gnaw their Bones.

pream Powers, but evenof inferiour Powers and Rylers of a

Commonwealth : Strangers ruled over us, and ſome tempo» 
rizing Complyers of our own Land, were large worſe nor Stran= 
gers, ſuch as our Sequeſtrators. We were in a chain alſo, in 
reference to our Church State, onr Church Judicatories inter- 
rupted, hindered to proceed in their juſt and lawful Byfineſſe, 
the General Afembly raiſed by Sword-men, a juſt judgement 
on the Church for our-too much medling in Sword matters ;

Secondly, A chain of new Laws, or the reviving of Anci- 
ent Laws,if they can be by more ſevere and terrible Santtions, 
for preventing the. like Treackery , Diſloyalty and U/ur+ 
pation 'in time coming : Ex mal moribus  oriuntur bone 
'/ | RR : 

"Thirdly , A chain of Repul:tion in reierence to Church- 
Government ; Remember my words, it 1s the regulation. of 
Church-Government by Civil Autkority 1 ſpeak of. I mean, 
that Church-Government be not ſuffered by the Civil Power, 
the KING and PARLIAMENT, to run withour 
its own Channel, nor to be excentrick to-Church M tters, 
but that 1t may be keeped within its own Banks. I ſhall 
not uſe that Argument which ſome calls a Fallecy,, that 
is, to reaſon from the faults of Governours , againſt the Go» 
vernment from” the outſtreaching of a Government, to the 
overturning of a Government , and yet that Argument was 
made uſe of in Anno 1638. But I may very lawfully 
and juſtly without Fallacy, in all equity , :Argue from 
the ontſtreaching of a Government , or from the abuſe af 


it, to the Reyulation of it, and putting of it. within its 


own Channel. 1 think, that all Church-Government ſhould 
be ſo regulated by the KING and PARLIAMENT, 
that it be' not ſuffered to cope with the Supream Autho- 
rity of a Nation, much lefle to counteract taereto , leaſt 
of all to overtop the Supream Authority , that 1s Popiſh. 
1 think , that Church-Government ſhould be fo. regulated, 
that there be not in one Kingdome , two Sypream Coor- 


dinat Powers to claſh one upon another, and to R_—_ 
and. 
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and 'rent the ftirits of the Sybjetts, ſo that they know not 
whom to obey: Whether the KING and the Supream 
Civil Power , or the Supream Church Power? Did not 
the Byſineſſe of 16 48. {peak out this too clearly, when 
the PARLIAMENT ordered one thing , and the 
Church the contrary? This ſhould be remeaded by the 
KING and PARLIAMENT. I am no Statſ-man , 
yet ]-take it to be beyond an ordinary Wit , to make 
ewo Coordinat Supream Powers in one Land, confiſting with 
the Safety and Peace thereof, eſpecially a Nation that 18 
Monarchical. - 1 conceive , that too many lay a wrong Foun- 
dation , in reference to this matter , whereupon they build 
wrong Superſtirudures ; for they look upon the State , 
Civil and Ecclefiaftick , as upon two ſeverall, diſtin& , 
independent_ Bodies , whileas they are not two Bodies, but 
two parts of one and the fame Pol/itick Body , under one 
Chief and Supream Civil Governour : And although the 
Supream Civil Authority ought not to medle immediatly 


with Things "meerly Spiritua/ , ſuch as the Preaching of 


the Word, Adminiftration of - the Sacraments, the ex- 
erciſe of the Keys, theſe things being committed by 
CHRIST to the Minifters of the Gofjel 3 yet it is 
proper for the Supream Civil Magiſtrate, to medle with 
Things that are Ecclefiaftick , to ſee the Church in His 
Dominions rightly Conſtituted , and rightly Governed: For 
in reference to the external Regiment of the Church , the 
Supream Gubernative Power is in the Supream Magiſtrate : 
And therefore the Reformation of Religion , without the 
conſent , much leſſe contrary to the Will of a Supream 
Chriſftian Magiſtrate, hath no warrantable Precedent in 
GODS Word; but the very contrary is holden out 
there. See Deuter. chap. 29. ver, 10, 11, 12. Joſh. _ 
24. ver. 25. 2 King. chap. 23, 2 Chron. chap. 15. ver. $. 
12, 2Chron, Chap. 29. ver. 3- 10. 2 Chron. chap. 34.

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chap. 2. ver. 7. , And ſeverall other places of Scripture 
wherein the Chief -Magiftrate concurreth 3 or rather ac> 
cording to his Pace and Power goeth befote the people : 
But we find no where in Scripture, the people relorming, 
without the concurrence of the Suprearm Magiſtrate , even 
in the times of their worſt Kings. And any who will de- 
ny that it was ſo, in the beginning of Chriſtian Magiſtra- 
cy, Will ſhew themſelves 1gnorants in Antiquity. And is 
it not more ſuitable and agreable to Keaſ/on , more for 
the Honour , Safety , and Stability of a Church, and the 
Government thereof, and for the advancement .of. Religi- 
on and piety in a Land , that the Ckyrch depend rather 
upon, the K1 NG and Supream Magiſtrate , nor upon 
popularity , the natural frodu& whereof 1s confufion and tu- 
mult , as_the breathing and wind of fafious and ſchiſmati- 
call Birits bloweth upon thele waters? It is my humble 
opinion , that there ought to be ſuch a chain of regulati- 
of, put about Church-Government, as it ſhall not be /aw- 


full: for the Church to preſcribe reftrigions and limitations 


to the KING, before his admiſſion to the Exerciſe of 
$ Royal Power ; ſuch a.chain of Regulation, as it may 
ot be. /awfull for the Church to declare againft the KING,
